“The Precious Bane,” by a writer nam ed M ary Webb. Many years ago 
my attention was called to her writings—but the years went by before I 
seriously tpok up her books. 
Now I am glad th at I lived long enough to read the books of M ary 
Webb. 
She only wrote a mere handful—seven or eight in all. But each 
a m asterpiece of beautiful prose and deep, hum an understanding. 
Nature 
confided its heart to Mary Webb! 
This writer was born M arch 25th. 1881, at Leighton, a Shropshire 
village, in England? She died October 8th. 1927. The publication of her 
books, at the time, however, created no stir at all. Barrie, Buchan, G als­ 
worthy. and others praised her novels as among the finest among Eng­ 
lish w ritten books—but no one bought them ! 
The life of Mary Webb was one of struggle and physical suffering, 
often of privation and w ant—yet she complained not at all—and was over­ 
joyed when the Rt. Hon. Stanley Baldwin wrote and told her how he had 
enjoyed one of her books and how highly he regarded It. 
Those famed in 
literature pronounced her a genius—yet not untl after she was gone from 
this world did her books get the recognition they so richly deserved. 
It seems incredible th at such books as Mary Webb wrote could be 
produced by one so handicapped in life. 
Perhaps th a t is w hat gave her 
the genius she possessed to such a rem arkable degree. 
Her prose reads 
like poetry. 
Masterly, and with rare craftsm anship, she handled both 
words and plots. 
Her characters live before you. They hover about you— 
long after they have come to you upon the written page. 
Mary Webb’s own father is “old John Arden, who keeps the lam p 
sh ning" in her book “The Golden Arrow.” 
But there is m uch th a t is 
biographical in m any of her books. There is beauty in them all. 
I shall rejoice when the books of Mary Webb are widely read, for they 
cannot help but bring a greater understanding and appreciation to all 
life, whether as a part of the earth or the hum an heart.
